W ash ingto n, Feb. 20 (A3) — 
Co ngress to day pu t repeal o f 
th e 
pro h ibitio n 
amendment 
u p to th e states. 
Th e Ho u se o f Representa­ 
tiv es mu stered th e two th irds 
v o te requ ired, after a brief 
bu t ferv id debate th at ro u sed 
th e packed galleries. 
Th e Senate already h av ing 
v o ted 63 to 23 to su bmit th e 
repealer, th e states no w fo r 
th e first time in h isto ry mu st 
act o n su ch a ch ange to th e 
co nstitu tio n. 
Co nv entio ns in 36 states 
m u st appro v e to pu t th e new 
amendment into effect. It re­ 
qu ires federal pro tectio n fro m 
liqu o r impo rts fo r dry states. 
As so o n as to day 's o u tco me 
was kno wn, co ngressio nal qu ar­ 
rel o n h o w state co nv entio ns 
sh o u ld be called to act swu ng 
into fu ll ligh t.

h o u se ju diciary co mmittee intro ­ 
du ced legislatio n au th o rizing th e 
calling o f co nv entio ns to pass o n 
th e pro po sed amendment. 
Simu ltaneo u sly ,

intro du ced a similar bill. 
Th e h o u se v o te was 289 to 121 
to su bmit a repeal amendment 
to th e states. 
Ev er since 1920 wh en pro h ibi­ 
tio n became effectiv e th e issu e 
h ad been a paramo u nt to pic o f 
debate. Th e dry s h av e h ad th e 
u pperh and and repeated effo rts 
o f th e small bi-partisan wet blo c 
in th e h o u se nu mbering o nly six ­ 
ty -fiv e fo u r y ears ago , to attack 
th e eigh teenth amendment gen­ 
erally ended in defeat.

Vo lstead act o v er President Wil­ 
so n’s v eto , dry majo rities in
